In exercise of the powers conferred by section 32 of 
the Oil and Natural Gas Commission Act, 1959 (43 of 
1969), the Commission hereby makes, with the previous 
approval of the Central Government, the following re- 
gulations : 

1. These rules may be called the Contributory Provi- 
dent Fund Rules (Oil and Natural Gas Commission). 

2. (1) In these rules unless there is anything repug- 
nant in the subject or context — 

(1) “Accounts Officer” means the Chief Accounts Offi- 
cer of the Commission or in his absence the Deputy 
Chief Accounts Officer or the Senior Accounts Officer. 

(ii) “Emoluments” means pay, leave salary or subsis- 
tence grant as defined in the Oil and Natural Gas Com- 
mission Service Regulations. 

(iii) “Family” means (a) in the case of a male subscri- 
ber, the wife and children of a subscriber and the widow 
and children of a deceased son or widowed daughter of 
the subscriber. Provided that if a subscriber proves that 
his wife has been judicially separated from him or has 
ceased, under the customary law of the community to 
which he belongs, to be entitled to maintenance, she 
ishall henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member of 
the subscriber’s family in matters to which these rules 
relate, unless the subscriber subsequently indicates by 
express notification in writing to the Accounts Officer 
that she shall continue to be so regarded. 

(b) In the case of a female subscriber the husband and 
children of the subscriber, and the widow and children 
of deceased son or widowed daughter of the subscriber. 


Provided that if a subscriber by notification in writing 
to the Accounts Officer expresses her desire to exclude 
her husband from her family, the husband shall be 
deemed to be no longer a number of the subscriber’s 
family in mntters to which these rules relate, unless the 
subscriber subsequently cancels formally in writing her 
notification excluding him.

(5) or the proviso thereto, the -subscriber shall send to 
the Accounts Officer a notic? in writing cancelling the 
nomination together with a fresh nomination made in 
accordance with the provisions of this rule. 

(7) Every nomination made, and every notice of 
cancellation given, by a subscriber shall, to the extent 
that it is valid, take effect from the date on which it is 
received by the Accounts Officer. 


6. Subscriber’s Accounts— An account shall be opened 
in the name of each subscriber, in which shall be credit- 
ed — 


(i) the subscriber’s subscriptions; 

(ii) contributions made under rule 10 by the Com- 
mission; 

(iii) interest, as provided by rule 11, on subscriptions- 
and 


(ii) Every employee of the Commission to whom 
these rules apply shall be a subscriber to the Fund. 


(iv) interest, as provided by rule 11, on contributions. 


(iii) In the case of an employee who was already sul 
scribing to any other Provident Fund on the date of h 
becoming a subscriber to this Fund, the amount lyin 
to his credit in that Fund, may at the option of the en 
ployee, be transferred to this Fund. 


7. Conditions and Rate of subscription— (1) Every sub- 
scriber shall subscribe monthly to the Fund whem on duty. 

(2) A subscriber at his/her option may not subscribe 
during leave. 
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(3) The subscriber shall intimate his/her election not to 
subscribe during leave in the following manner: 

(a) if he/she is an employee who draws his/her own 
pay bills, by making no deduction on account 
of subscription in his/her first pay drawn after 
proceeding on leave. In other cases, the sub- 
scriber shall intimate the Accounts Officer in 
writing.

Provided that when the amount standing at the credit 
of a subscriber has become payable interest shall there- 
on be credited under this rule in respect of the period 
from the beginning of the current year or from the date 
of deposit, as the case may be, upto the date on which 
the amount standing at the credit of the subscriber be- 
comes payable. 

(3) For the purposes of this rule, the date of deposit 
shall, in the ease of recoveries from emoluments be 
deemed to be the first day of the month in which they 
are recovered. 


(4) In addition to any amount to be paid under Rule 
20, interest thereon upto the end of the month preceding; 
that in which payment is made, or upto the end of the 
sixth month after the month in which such amount be- 
comes payable, whichever of these periods be less, shall 
be payable to the person- to whom such amount is to be 
paid. 

Provided that no interest shall be paid in respect of 
any period after the date on which the Accounts Officer 
has intimated to that person (or his/her agent) as the 
date on which he is prepared to make payment in cash 
or if he pays up by cheque, after the date on which the 
cheque in that person’s favour is put in the post. 
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12. Advance from- the Fund— A temporary advance may 
be granted to a subscriber from the amount standing to 
his/her credit in the Fund at the discretion of the com- 
petent authority, and in the case of Head of Depart- 
ments by the Commission subject to the condition that 
no advance shall be granted, unless the sanctioning au- 
thority is satisfied that the applicant’s pecuniary cir- 
cumstances Justify it and that the amount advanced 
will be expended on the subject or subjects for which it 
is given. 

13. The following are deemed to be good and suffi- 
cient reasons for the grant of advances— 

(i) to pay expenses incurred in connection with 
the prolonged illness of the subscriber or any 
person actually dependent on him/her; 

(ii) to meet the cost of overseas passage for reasons 
of health or education of the subscriber of any 
person actually dependent on him/her; 

(iii) to meet the cost of education of the subscriber 
himself /herself or any person actually dependent 
on him/her provided that if the education is in 
India it shall be for a medical, engineering or 
other technical or specialised course and tnat 
the course of study is not less than 3 years; 

<iv) to obligatory expenses on a scale appro- 
priate to the subscriber's status which, by cus- 
tomary usage, the subscriber has to incur in 
connection with marriage, funeral or other cere- 
money. 

14. (a) An advance shall not, except for special 
reasons, exceed three months pay, and shall in no case 
exceed three months pay, and shall in no case exceed 
the amount of subscriptions and interest thereon stand- 
ing to the credit of the subscriber in the Fund. 

(b) An advance shall not except for special reasons, 
be granted until at least twelve months after the final 
re-payment of all previous advances together with in- 
terest thereon, unless the amount already advanced 
does not exceed two-thirds of the amount admissible 
under clause (a). 

(c) The sanctioning authority shall record in Writing 
its reasons for granting the advance. 


(3) If more than one advance has been made to a 
subscriber, each advance shall be treated separately for 
the purpose of recovery. 

(4) (a) After the principal of the advance has been 
fully repaid, interest shall be paid thereon at the rate of 
one-fifth per cent of the principal for each month or 
broken portion of a month during the period between 
the drawal and complete re-payment of the principal. 

(t) Interest shall ordinarily be recovered in one in- 
stalment in the month after complete repayment of the 
principal but if the period referred to in clause (a) ex- 
ceeds twenty months, interest may, if the subscriber so 
desires, be recovered in two equal monthly instalments. 
The method of recovery shall be that provided in sub- 
rule (2). Payment shall be rounded to the nearest rupee 
in the manner provided in sut-rule (4) of rule 10. 

(5) If an advance has been granted to a subscriber and 
drawn by him/her and the advance is subsequently dis- 
allowed before payment is completed the whole or 
balance of the amount withdrawn, shall with interest at 
the rate provided in rule 11, forthwith be repaid by the 
subscriber to the Fund, or in default, be ordered by the 
Accounts Officer to be recovered by deduction from the 
emoluments of the subscriber by instalments or other- 
wise, as may be directed by the authority competent to 
sanction an advance. 

(6) Recoveries made under this rule shall be credited 
as they are made, to the account of the subscriber in the 
Fund. 

16. Notwithstanding anything contained In these rules, 
if the sanctioning authority is satisfied that money 
drawn as an advance from the Fund under Rule 12, has 
been utilised for the purpose other than that for which 
sanction was given, the amount in question sh»l, with, 
interest at the rate provided in Rule 11, forthwith be 
repaid by the subscriber to the Fund or in default, be 
ordered to be recovered ty deductions in lump sum or 
in suitable instalments as may be directed by the sanc- 
tioning authority from the emoluments of the subscri- 
ber, even if he/she be on leave. 

Note The term “emoluments” as used in this rule 
does not include subsistence grant. 


Provided that if the reason is of a confidential nature, 
it may he communicated to the Accounts Officer perso- 
nally and/or confidentially. 

15. (1) An advance shall be recovered from the subs- 
criber in such number of equal monthly instalments as 
the sanctioning authority may direct, but such number 
shall not be less than twelve unless the sutscriber so 
elects, or not more than twenty four. In special cases 
where the amount of advance exceeds three months pay 
of the subscriber the sanctioning authority may fix such 
number of instalments at more than twenty four but not 
more than thirty six. A subscriber may, at his/her 
option make repayment in a smaller number of instal- 
ments than that prescribed. Each instalment shall b? a 
number of whole rupees, the amount of advance applied 
for being raised or reduced, if necessary to admit of the 
fixation of such instalments. 

(2) 1 Recovery shall be made in the manner provided in 
rule 9 and shall commence on the first occasion after the 
advance is made on which the subscriber draws emolu- 
ments, other than leave salary or subsistence grant for 
a full month. 

Recovery shall not be made except with the subs- 
criber’s consent, while he/she is on leave or in receipt 
of subsistence grant, and may be postponed by the sanc- 
tioning authority during the recovery of an advance of 
pay granted to the subscriber. 


able — When a subscriber quits the service, or is on 
leave preparatory to quiting the service, the amount 
standing to his/her credit in the Fund shall, subject to 
any deduction under rule 19 become payable to him/her. 

18. Subject to any deduction under rule 19, on the 
death of a subscriber before the amount standing to his/ 
her credit has become payable, or where the amount has 
become payable before payment has been made. 


(i) When the subscriber leaves a family; 

(a) If a nomination made by the subscriber in accord 
ance with the provisions of the Rule in favour of a 
member or members of his/her family subsists the 
amount standing to his/her credit in the Fund or the 
part thereof to which the nomination relates, shall be- 
come payable to his/her nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination.

Provided that no share shall be payable 
to — 

(1) sons who have attained legal majority; 

(2) sons of a deceased son who have attained legal 
majority; 

(3) married daughters whose husbands are alive; 

(4) married daughters of a deceased son whose hus- 
bands are alive. 

Provided also that the widow or widows and the 
child or children of a deceased son shall receive between 
them in equal parts only the shares which that son 
would have received if he had survived the subscriber 
and had been exempted from the provisions of clause 
(1) of the first proviso. 

Note — Any sum payable undre these rules to a mem- 
ber of the family of a subscriber vests in such member 
under sub-section (2) of Section 3 of the Provident Fund 
Act. 1925. 

(ii) When the subscriber leaves no family, if a nomi- 
nation made by him/her in accordance with the provi- 
sions of rule 5 in favour of any person or persons sub- 
sists, the amount standing to his/her credit in the Fund 
or the part thereof to which the nomination relates, shall 
become payable to his/her nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination. 

Note 1 — When a nominee is a defendent of the subs- 
criber as defined in clause (c) of Section 2 of the Provi- 
dent Funds Act, 1925 the amount vests in such nominee 
under sub-section (2) of Section 3 of that Act. 

Note 2— When a subscriber leave no family and 
no nomination made by him/her in accordance with the 
.provisions of rule 5 subsists or if such nomination 
relates only to part of the amount standing to his/her 
•credit in the Fund, the relevant provisons of clause (b) 
and of sub-clause (ii) of clause (c) of sub-section (1) of 
Section 4 of the Provident Fund Act, 1925 are applicable to 
the whole amount or the part thereof to which the no- 
mination does not relate. 

19. Deductiotis — Subject to the condition that no de- 
duction may be made which reduces the credit by more 
than the amount of any contribution by the Commission 
with interest thereon credited under rules 10 and 11 be- 
fore the amount standing to the credit of a subscriber 
in the Fund is paid out of the Fund, The Commission 
may direct the deduction therefrom and payment to the 
Commission of— 

(a) any amount, if a subscriber has been dismissed 
from the service for grave misconduct; provided 
that), if the order of dismissal is subsequently 
cancelled, the amount so deducted shall, on his/ 
her re-instatement in the service be replaced at 
his/her credit in the Fund; 

(b) and amount, if a subscriber in permanent ser- 
vice resigns his employment under the Com- 
mission within 5 years of the commencement 
of service otherwise than by reason of superan- 
nuation or declaration by competent medical au- 
thority that he is unfit for further service; 

(c) any amount due under a liability incurred by 
the subscriber to the Commission. 


20. Payment — When the amount standing to the credit 
of a subscriber in the Fund, or the balance thereof after 
any deduction under rule 19, becomes payable, it shall 
be the duty of the Accounts Officer, after satisfying 
himself when no such deduction has been directed 
under that rule, that no deduction is to be made, to make 
payment as provided in Section 4 of the Provident Fund 
Act, 1925. 

Note — When the amount standing to the credit of a 
subscriber has become payable under Rule 17 or 18 the 
Accounts Officer shall authorise prompt payment of the 
portion of the amount standing to the credit of a subs- 
criber in regard to which there is no dispute or doubt, 
the balance being adjusted as soon after as may be. 

21. Procedure , — All sums paid into the Fund under 
these rules shall be credited in the books of the Com- 
mission to an account named ‘‘The Contributory Provi- 
dent Fund Account". 

22. When playing subscription or instalments of ad- 
vance taken the subscriber shall quote the number of 
his/her account in the Fund, which shall be communi- 
cated to him by the Accounts Officer at the time of 
joining the fund. Any change in the number shall simi- 
larly be communicated to the subscriber by the Account 
Officer. 

23. Separate accounts shall be kept for each subscriber 
showing separately the amount of his/her own subscrip- 
tion and Commission’s contribution with interest on 
each. 


24. Net monthly subscriptions realised from the mem- 
bers, together with the Commission’s contribution and 
interest allowed on both, will as far as possible be in- 
vested in Government National Savings Certificates and/ 
or other similar profitable investments as may be approv- 
ed by the Central Government. 


Interest accrued from such investments will go to the 
Commission s Fund whereas Commission will pay to the 
credit of the Fund interest at the rate prescribed by the 
Commission from time to time. 

25. As soon as possible after the 31st March of each 
year, the Accounts Officer shall send to each subscriber 
a statement of his/her account in the Fund, showing the 
opening balance as on the 1st April, of the year, the total 
amount of interest credited as on the 31st March of the 
year and the closing balance on that date. The Accounts 
Officer shall attach to the statement of account an en- 
quiry whether the subscriber— 


(a) desires to make any alteration In any nomina- 
tion made under rule 5; 

(b) has acquired a family in cases where the subs- 
criber has made no nomination in favour of a 
member of his/her family under the proviso to 
sub-rule (1) of ride (5). 

26. Subscribers should satisfy themselves as to the cor- 
rectness of the annual statement and errors should be 
brought to the notice of the Accounts Officer within 
three months from the date of receipt of the statement. 

27. The Accounts Officer shall, if required by a subscri- 
ber, once, but not more than once, in a year, inform the 
subscriber of the total amount standing to his/her credit 
in the Fund at the end of the last month for which his/ 
her account has been written up.
